This is, in s great moasure,
owing to the fact that some deputy sur-
veyors do not always run the random line
throtigh the center mile, and close upon
the proper section corner, but only run
enst or west 40 ch. and there establish the
quarter section corner. Tha natural re-
sult of such a courso is, that the quarter
section corner is pot in a true line, and
not at an average distance bebtween the
